Makes Good Suggestions 


to the Farmers 


One of the big factors that will 
govern the profits that will be 
received from either dairy cows 
or beef cattle will 
be the price 
of the feed that they consume 
The average farmer that keeps 
livestock knows this so well that 
he is always looking 
for cheap 
pasture or feed of some sort 
To 
obtain this he very often pastures 
his alfalfa thru the entire winter 
a very questionable practice 
or possibly 
his grain field 
both 
after it comes ojfin the fall or 
spring and then after the crop 
is cut and removed 
Very often 
the stubble is pastured from that 


j time until it is again plowed up 
for resowing to grain 
While it is good practice 
to 
pasture 
fields for a short time 
after the grain is off 
it is far 
more profitable to do this for a 
week or ten days on part that

and Mr Coleman 
and some other good live farmers 
are feeding this to their 
cows 
and are selling their 
1700 per 
ton alfalfa 
or at least 
such 
as 
they will not need 
Figure the 
saving out for yourselves

average dairy cow when fed in 
the average way 
will 
consume 
and waste at least 40 pounds of 
good alfalfa 
per day 
With 35 
pounds of ensilage 
12 pounds of 
first class alfalfa and 8 pounds of 
wheat straw 
the same cow will 
produce better milk and more of
